Launch Turns Turtle and Three 
Persons Drown. 


RESCUED UNDER DIFFICULTIES 


Seven Other Occupants of the Boat

Toledo, O., Aug. 9.—Two men and 
one woman were drowned and seven 
men were rescued under difficulties 
when a launch capsized in Maumee 
bay. All were residents of Toledo. 
The dead are: 
Harry Dill and Frank Lehaney, both 
railway employes, and Mrs. Mabel 
Hudson. 
Dill was the owner of the boat and 
took out the party of ten men and 
one woman against the protests of his 
wife. 
When over the deep channel near 
the Maumee river the launch turned 
turtle from the weight of the entire 
party, which had cullected on one 
aide, and turned over four times. 
The woman was in the cabin and 
was unable to get out, although there 
were evidences of a desperate strug­ 
gle on her part. Leo Barnes swam 
ashore and all of the other men were 
able to regain the overturned boat 
and cling to it, except Dill and Le­ 
haney, whose bodtes were not recov­ 
ered. 
The endangered , men were rescued 
by fishermen from the shore who 
heard their cries and ran to the To­ 
ledo Yacht club nearby, casting off 
In four boats. One of the rescuers 
dove under the overturned boat when 
it was brought ashore and recovered 
the woman’s body. Dill’s young wife 
was prevented with difficulty from 
casting herself into the river at the 
qcene of the catastrophe. She told 
the officers that her husband rarely 
went out in the launch without her, 
but that twice he refused her request 
to return home or take her alcng, she 
having sought him out at the casino, 
and at her solicitation one woman re­ 
fused to accompany the party. 


TO TAKE PLACE THIS MONTH 


Second Invasion of American Waters 
by German Yachts. 
Marblehead, Mass., Aug. 9.—The 
second German Sonder yacht invasion 
of American waters will take place 
this month and there are nineteen 
Yankee aspirants for the honor of 
malting up the trio that will defend 
the President Taft 
and 
Governor 
Draper cups in the international se­ 
ries which will begin on Aug. 30. The 
German trial races were held at Kiel 
in June and the yachts Hevalta, See- 
hund II. and Margarethe were se­ 
lected to contend with the American 
boats. The American trials will be­ 
gin off the port on Aug. 16 and will 
continue until the committee decides 
which boats are the fastest under all 
conditions. 
• 
Sonder yachts sailing began in this 
country in 1906 add the Americans 
successfully defended the President 
Roosevelt cup, which was won by the 
Vim. But the next year, in a return 
match at Kiel, the Yankee boats did 
not win a race, the emperor’s cup go­ 
ing to the Wannsee, owned by Otto 
Protzon. 
This year’s contest off Marblehead 
is therefore the rubber. 
Eight leading yacht clubs on the 
Atlantic coast will be represented in 
the American trial races, while seven 
prominent yacht designers have given 
much thought and study to the de­ 
velopment of these yachts.

Vandyke had been watching the work 
of running logs down stream from an 
automobile on the top of the cliff. 
When he was about to return to the 
lumber camp the chauffeur touched 
the wrong lever and the machine 
plunged over the cliff.

New York, Aug. 9.—Cornelius Ber­ 
trand, a boy of sixteen, gave his life 
in attempting to save his older com­ 
panion, Charles Zimmerman, who was 
sinking in the Hudson. Zimmerman, 
who was a clerk seventeen years old, 
clutched his would-be rescuer and 
both perished. 
Eight bathers of the thousands 
driven by a hot day to the Hudson 
and the lower New York bay were 
drowned. Of the dead four were 
young men or boys and one a child of 
three.

KING GUSTAV 
INTERVENES 


Vainly Tries to End Big Labor 
Conflict in Sweden. 


SITUATION IS VERY SERIOUS 


Tie-Up of the Business Life of the 


Country So Complete That Monarch 


Exhorts Parties at War to Come to 


an Agreement at the Earliest Pos­ 


sible Moment— Advises Arbitration 


of Disputed Questions. 


Stockholm, Aug. 9.—The tie-up of 
the business life of the country as a 
result of the general strike is so se­ 
rious that King Gustav has inter­ 
vened in an endeavor to secure a 
compromise. His majesty sent a mes­ 
sage to the parties at conflict exhort­ 
ing them to come to an agreement at 
the earliest moment possible and ad­ 
vising arbitration of the disputed 
questions. 
It was after King Gustav’s message 
had been read and approved at a cabi­ 
net meeting Saturday that his majes­ 
ty summoned to the palace the two 
leaders of the warring factions. Di­ 
rector Von Sydow of the employers 
and Senator Linquist, president of the 
federation of trades unions, for a con­ 
ference. The result of this confer­ 
ence has not yet transpired, but ap­ 
parently his majesty’s efforts for a 
peaceful solution of the trouble was 
without result, for It was announced 
that the printers would strike today 
and the national labor conference 
stated that today every dray or other 
wagon whose driver is not wearing a 
union permit badge will be stopped 
by the strikers. No exception, it was 
stated, will be made for owners driv­ 
ing their own wagons. 
The union further threatens to frus­ 
trate the attempt of the stockholders 
of the street car company to start 
Its cars on the Important lines with 
the ald of the company’s officials and 
strike-breakers. Over 1,000 telephone 
and telegraph employes will strike 
Wednesday. The employers* associa­ 
tion is paying out $40,000 daily to sup­ 
port its weaker members. The cash 
in the association’s treasury Is suffi­ 
cient to keep up this support - for 
three weeks and when the funds in 
the treasury are exhausted the asso­ 
ciation has a reserve fund of $4,500,- 
000 which may be used. The strikers 
dally are receiving large contributions 
from Denmark, Norway, Finland, Ger­ 
many, Roumanla and Bulgaria. 
A prominent journalist, Gustafson, 
has been summoned to court by the 
public prosecutor charged with a 
crime against the penal code, that of 
exhorting the employes of the state 
railway to strike. 


MICHIGAN MURDER MYSTERY 


Body of a Woman Found in a Clump 
of Brush. 
Detroit, Aug. 9.—The badly muti­ 
lated body of a woman about thirty- 
five years of age was found in a clump 
of underbrush in Hamtrammac, this 
county. The condition of the body in­ 
dicates that the woman was assault­ 
ed and killed. 
The body was found by Justice of 
the Peace Hunck of Highland Park. 
It was lying on its back, with the skull 
crushed and the face and body cov­ 
ered with bruises. The clothing was 
disarranged. 
A handkerchief, 
sup­ 
posedly belonging to the victim, was 
several feet away, as was also her 
purse, which had been torn open, and 
nothing which might serve to identify 
the body left around It. 
The ground for yards around was 
torn up, and bits of flesh were in the 
fingernails of the woman, indicating 
that she made a valiant fight.

SMITH IS DEAD 


Pardened Embezzler Dies 
His Wsy Home. 


Des Moines, la., Aug. 9.—Samuel 
Francis 
Smith, 
embezzler, 
former 
mayor of Davenport and son of the 
man who wrote “America,” died in a 
hospital at Toronto, Can. Ho was 
taken from a train bearing him to 
Newton Center, Mass., where hts wife 
and daughter awaited his coming 
after five years* separation. Smith 
was released last Thursday from the 
state reformatory at Anamosa on or­ 
ders from Governor Carroll. His sen­ 
tence was suspended because of his 
old age. He had served five years of 
an eleven years’ sentence. 
Samuel Francis Smith was one of 
the most highly respected citizens of 
Iowa. A former mayor of Davenport, 
a brilliant lawyer, a banker, active in 
church work, he had many friends 
and no enemies. Son and namesake 
of the man whose pen phrased the 
words of America’s national hymn, 
he was an honored member of the 
Sons of the American Revolution. 
Sprung from 
proud 
New England 
stock, Mr. Smith and his wife were 
among the most prominent people of 
Davenport. 
They had one child, an invalid 
daughter on whom they lavished their 
wealth. Suddenly whispers began to 
spread followed by open, charges. 


Smith was placed under arrest. Ex­ 
amination of his books showed that 
he was a defaulter to the extent of 
$100,000 of trust funds entrusted to 
him. 
He admitted his guilt and asked for 
a speedy trial. 
He did not ask for mercy. Mrs. 
Smith sold her mansion in Davenport 
to -appease creditors.

T h e attention of the city council is 
called to the condition of the street 
signs in various sections of the city.

Revision W ork 
Major 
Herbert Lord 
Did Twelve Years Ago Won Him H it 
M ilitary Commission— Said to Know 
More About the Tariff Than Any 
Other Living Man. 


The brand “U. S. army” will have to 
| be placed somewhere on the new tariff 
bill by reason of the highly important 
contribution of Major Herbert M. Lord, 
U. S. A., to the work of preparing it. 
That an army officer should be the 
chief of all the tariff experts of the 
great committee on finance has been 
the occasion for a good many jokes 
since the bill came from committee. 
Senator J. P. Dolliver painted a thrill­ 
ing word picture of Major Lord, en- 
sconsed in a private office in the sen­ 
ate office building, his name on the 
door, arrayed in all the bravery and 
pauopoly of war, figuring percentages 
and counting the threads in square 
Inches of cotton fabrics. 
While it 
seems a bit funny, the fact is that 
Major Lord knows more about tariff 
than any other one man now extant. 
More than that, instead of his army 
training making him a tariff expert, 
his tariff expertness made him an 
army officer. 


Possessor of a Wonderful Memory. 
Major Lord’s career as a tariff ex­ 
pert began about fourteen years ago. 
He was a Maine man and became sec- 
J retary of Governor Dlngley about two 
years before the Dingley revision was 
taken up. He developed great aptitude 
for the work, having a great ‘‘head for 
Aggers” and a memory which every­ 
body admitted couldn’t be beaten. He 
had no notion of becoming a soldier. 
In anticipation of the revision which 
was coming on he set about studying 
tariff. He learned the story of all the 
schedules and tariff acts from the be­ 
ginning. read the debates and affili­ 
ated with the customs experts till he 
knew all they did and remembered ev­ 
ery word and decimal point of It all. 
So by the time the Dingley bill had 
become law Lord was recognized by 
both Dingley and Aldrich, as well as 
by Allison and the rest of Its makers. 
as the greatest living aggregation of 
accurate tariff information. 
President 
McKinley had come to know and like 
him; in fact, knew him quite well be­ 
fore be was elected president. 
Excellent Record In the Philippines. 
After the tariff act had passed Pres­ 
ident McKinley indicated a desire to 
do something for Mr. Lord. The Span­ 
ish war came on, and Lord was offered 


a commission as captain paymaster 
and sent to the Philippines. There his 
service was excellent. 
His accounts 
were always accurate and complete, 
and he won promotion to a majority 
on his merits, 
n e was quietly pursu­ 
ing his army career when the revision 
of 1909 became imminent, and Senator 
Aldrich sent for him. 
Could he help 
out the finance committee again? Cer­ 
tainly. 
Did he think he had pre­ 
served such accurate recollection of 
all 
those 
detailed 
transactions of 
twelve years ago as would be reliable 
and secure? 
Of course he had. 
He 
demonstrated right away that he knew 
the old tariff law in every detail. That 
settled it. 
He was detailed by the 
army people to the special service of 
helping to make the tariff bill and be­ 
came the alter ego of Senator Al­ 
drich. 
“What sort of bill are you going to 
make?” an old friend asked him soon 
after he had settled down to work. 
“You were here when we made the 
last one?” he countered. 
“Yes, I was.” 
“Do you recollect what sort that 
was?” 
“It’s generally understood to have 
been of the upward style,” was the 
reply. 
“Well,” Major Lord replied, “that’s 
the only kind I know how to write. 
Walt and see how it comes out.” 
And the friend to whom he made 
that observation is lugging it around 
as the evidence that if justice were 
done to everybody in tariff making af­ 
fairs this bill would be known as the 
Lord bill.—Washington Cor. New York 
Telegram.

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A Florida Sport With an Element of 
Uncertainty In It. 
“Hunting alligators at night with a 
bullseye lantern and shotgun Is tame 
sport compared with what is called a 
gator huut In Florida,” said an old 
Floridian who is visiting New York. 
“I moan the feat of capturing an alli­ 
gate. ;Jlve and theu towing the fellow 
to high ground through mud and water 
from what Is called in Florida a ga­ 
tor hole. 
“The gator fishermen first find the 
hole, which is indicated by an opening 
In the surrounding grass in the midst 
of a dense growth of vegetation, where 
the ground is worn smooth by the al­ 
ligator In his pulls in and out. Some­ 
times these gator holes are in the na­ 
ture of a cave in the bank of a stream 
and may be fifteen or twenty feet 
deep, and lf so it is not an easy matter 
to get the animal o ut 
“The fisher is supplied with a long 
pole with a metal hook on the end. 
He takes a strong rope and throws it 
about the entrance of the hole. Then 
the fisher rams with the hooked pole 
down the den and waits and listens. 
If he finds a gator in the hole he 
teases the beast by poking him until 
the gator in a rage finally grabs the 
hooked pole and is pulled from the 
den. It is with uncertainty that he is 
dragged forth, for it is not known 
whether the catch is large or small. 
The fisher does not know whether to 
get into shape to run or to fight Out 
the gator comes, bellowing and roar­ 
ing mad. 
“After the gator is dragged to the 
surface he in his rage turns and rolls 
and finally twists himself up in the 
rope or noose that has been previously 
prepared. With the assistance of the 
others in the party the gator’s legs 
and mouth are tied aud the gator is a 
prisoner. 
“The gator is for the most part 
caught In marshes where the ground is 
soft and slushy and too wet for either 
horse or wagon to enter. The fishers 
are compelled to carry their catch to 
higher ground, there to be loaded Into 
the waiting wagon, and the hunt is 
ended."—New York Sun.

PEARY RELIEF SHIP 


Mission of the Stanch Jeanie In 
the Arctic Regions. 


TO FIND NORTH POLE SEEKERS 


Captain Bartlett* Who 8aye Present 
Expedition 
Is 
Last 
Dash 
Intrepid 
Explorer Will Ever Make For North 
Pole* Believes Dr. Cook and Harry 
Whitney Will Be Waiting at Etah. 


T hat the schooner Jeanie, which re 
rently sailed from St. John’s, N. P. 
With fifty tons of coal and other sup 
piles for the relief of Robert E. Peary 
will be the last relief ship ever tc 
venture In the northern seas for thai 
explorer is the belief of Captain Sam 
uel W. B artlett, the Jeanie’s com 
m ender and dean of all the navigator; 
who have explored the polar seas, and 
others who know the plans of Mr 
Peary. 
He practically adm itted when 
he said goodby to Captain B artlett al 
Etah almost a year ago that if he did 
not find the north pole on this trip ll 
would be a task for a younger man tc 
take up. with possibly new methods. 
“Mr. Peery is getting along In years 
and it is doubtful if he would w ant tc 
take charge of another expedition,’ 
declared Captain Bartlett. 
“To a few 
of his friends he has confided the fact 
that he would like to make one try 
for the south pole, but he has not 
given that adventure any serious con­ 
sideration. 
Yet it Is because 
Mr 
Peary realized th at this would be per­ 
haps his last chance to attain the goal 
of the years of work and suffering 
that many persons in St. John’s regard 
it very doubtful if he will ever come 
back from the expedition. 
They de­ 
clare he will take the most desperate 
chances to reach the pole. and desper­ 
ate chances in the polar region may 
mean more than a simple failure.” 


Confident of Eskimo 8kill. 
Captain B artlett has great confidence 
In the ability of the Eskimo in his 
native climate, and it is because of his 
confidence that he will not be sur 
prised if Dr. Cook is aw aiting the 
Jeanie when 
she arrives at 
Etah 
W hen Dr. Cook crossed Smith’s sound 
to Ellesmere Land and took an un­ 
traveled route to the north pole he 
had with him tw o of the best Eskimo 
guides, men resourceful in the eraer 
gencies which confront the arctic trav ­ 
eler. “I know w hat those huskies can 
do,” said Captain Bartlett, “and If they 
are alive I have every confidence that 
they will bring Dr. Cook through. 
I 
believe that he is alive today. H e had 
plenty of ammunition, and Ellesmere 
Land, through which he traveled on 
his way farther north, is filled with 
game. 
Even if the ammunition wert 
exhausted those natives would have 
no difficulty in getting m eat to keep 
th e party going for any length ol 
time. 
“At the sam e time, if Dr. Cook is 
not at Etah when the Jeanie arrives 
there in the latter part of this month 
(August) I will believe th at he is not 
alive. 
He has had plenty of tim e to 
m ake any dash to the pole he had a 
chance to make and to return in time 
to cross over Sm ith’s sound on the ice. 
for th at is ju st beginning to break up 
now. 
The ice is hardly ever out of 
there before Aug. 5. and it will not 
surprise me a bit to have Dr. Cook 
w aiting with H arry W hitney for the 
Jeanie. 
If Dr. Cook is there he will 
have a rem arkable story to tell. 
He 
w ent alone, unham pered by a party, 
and his trip was a novelty in arctic 
explorations.” 
The provisions on board the Jeanie 
will give variety enough for any one. 
w ith the exception that there will not 
be fresh meat. 
This will be made up 
in p art when the boat arrives at Etah, 
for there will be wild duck long before 
it is being served in the New York 
restaurants, and even if there is no 
hominy and no sweet potatoes to go 
w ith it the duck will be appreciated 
for itself. 
Greenland Game Plentiful. 
T hat is only a sample of the game 
the Greenland visitor can have. 
The 
reindeer will give the choicest venison. 
Even the hare of England is said to 
lack the flavor th at those shot on the 
G reenland plains have. 
There are no 
gam e la we 
in Greenland, and the 
Jeanie will be there the latter p art ot 
August, when th e shooting is a t its 
beet. 
- The vegetables taken on^ a. trip ot 


this kind are mostly potatoes and 
onions, but there are canned goods of 
all kinds, and enough, so there would 
have to be the w orst kind of luck it 
the Jeanie should not get back before 
they are exhausted. 
Ammunition and tobacco in quantities 
are among the Jeanie’s freight. There 
is also on the Jeanie a large am ount ot 
lime Juice, another necessary article 
for arctic travelers, for it is used to 
offset the absence of vegetables in 
the prevention of scurvy. 
The Jeanie is a craft of ninety-eight 
tons burden. 
She carries tw o masts 
and 1,000 yards of canvas. 
The oil 
engine which has been installed is of 
thirty-six 
horsepower 
and 
will 
be 
used on the trip when there is no wind. 
May Not Sos Peary at All. 
The Jeanie’s prim ary purpose is to 
carry fifty tons of coal to E tah, w est 
Greenland, P eary’s headquarters there. 
for the use of his steam er Roosevelt 
on her return south. 
P eary’s plan 
when he w ent north in th e steam er 
Roosevelt last year was to force her 
Into the polar basin and then dash 
over the Ice tow ard the pole last 
spring, retreating south afterw ard, if 
successful, and connecting w ith the 
auxiliary expedition in his steam er 
and using the coal the Jeanie will 
land to bring the steam er back to 
America. If Peary failed to r«ach the 


pole the past spring be will rem ain 
north this year, and the coal will be 
useful for the same purpose next sum­ 
mer. 
In this case Peary will send 
down dispatches from his advanced 
base to Etah by Eskimos, and the 
Jeanie will be guided by the instruc­ 
tions contained therein, so it is quite 
possible she may not see Peary a t all. 
She will, however, bring borne H arry 
Whitney, an American sportsm an, who 
went to E tah last year in the Roose­ 
velt to hunt musk ox and w alrus and 
return this year. 
Dr. Cook, the rival 
explorer, 
will 
likewise 
be 
brought 
back. 
A fter the Jeanie bas completed her 
work a t Etah she will return to Ponds 
inlet, Baffin Land, where she will try 
to secure a load of arctic salmon for 
sale in New York. 
She carries three 
salmou nets and thirty tons of curing 
salt. 
She expects to return to St. 
John’s about Oct. I. 
The person who betrayed the most 
emotion when the Jeanie w ent out of 
St. John’s was Mene Wallace, the Es­ 
kimo youth whom Peary brought to

A ddresses of welcome 
were m ade by Mayor Clayton, P resi­ 
dent Burnham of the local typographi­ 
cal union and others, and a response 
by President Lynch of the Interna­

which the convention began considera­ 
tion of a large volume of business, 
ultim ately adjourning until Tuesday 
m orning to hear the report of the 
credentials com m ittee on contested 
seats. 
The reports of President Lynch and 
Secretary-Treasurer H ays show great 
progress made by the union daring 
the past year. 
The 
International 
Typographical 
union is fifty-seven years old, and 
with the present gathering has held 
fifty-five conventions during its life­ 
time. 
In 1896 ’and 1898 biennial con­ 
ventions were held. 
The Internation­ 
al Typographical union claim s to be 
the oldest national or internationpl 
organization of skilled labor in the 
world.
